1. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-6, purportedly method claims, are 
worded in an entirely narrative, functional manner. 

Method claims should, to the maximum extent 
possible, set forth limitations in a series of steps, 
for purposes of clarity. Claim 12 appears to be mis- 
descriptive in that the cavity includes 15a of Fig. 7. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate 
paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office 
action : 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in 
a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date 
of application for patent in the United 
States . 

Claims 1, 6, 7, and 12 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Bose. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103 
which forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set 
forth in this Office action: 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention 
is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the dif- 
ferences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the sub- 
ject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be nega- 
tived by the manner in which the invention was 
made . 

Subject matter developed by another person, which 
qualifies as prior art only under subsection (f) 
and (g) of section 102 of this title, shall not 
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preclude patentability under this section where the 
subject matter and the claimed invention were, at 
the time the invention was made, owned by the same 
person or subject to an obligation of assignment to 
the same person. 

Claims 3, 4 and 11 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over Bose considered 
with UK 2160070. 

Use of the particular structure of UK 2160070 
with the Bose device would be obvious (substitution of 
similar functioning structure). 

4. Claims 2, 8, 9, 10, and 13 are objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.

5. Clams 8, 9, and 13 recite limitations which 
are not illustrated as required by 37 CFR 1.84. 
Proposed illustrations should be submitted in the forth- 
coming office action.
